Don, Mig Jacon is a 
bog in the line, hath a diftinguifhing pendant as fuch, and 
is fenior officer of the frigates cruizing @f the traits ; had 
a very. particular’ defcription of the Succefs fent him, whom 
he was particularly directed to wach and look out for ; 
had been cruizing three weeks for us, and had {cen us 
four times, chaced us twice with a f{guandron of ‘four 
attd fix fail, from’ whom he parted two days before : He fpeaks 
with much difpleafire of the behaviour of his fhip’s company. 
Lieutenant Oukely, whom Ub had appointed to take charge of 
the prize, was indefatizable in clearing the wreck. Her mi- 
zeh-nyalt fell fome time: before fhe ftrack ; her main-maft in a 
fhort time after, and hey fore-ma{t mult have thared the fame 
fate if the water had not been remarkably fmooth. In hort, 
without aflumiug much prefumption, I may add, our guns did 
as: much execution in litle time as could have been done; her 
hull was like a fieve, the shot going through both fides. From 
this {tate of the prize, their Lordthips may imagine my hopes 
of getting her to port were not very fanguine.
